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Six candidates running for Niagara Falls riding 


> Half a dozen 
candidates 
vying for 

chance to represent 
Niagara Falls, 
Niagara-on-the- 
Lake and Fort Erie 


Half a dozen candidates 
are running for the right to 
represent the Niagara Falls 
riding after the June 12 pro¬ 
vincial election. 

The riding includes 
Niagara Falls, Fort Erie and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

NDP MPP Wayne Gates is 
the riding’s current repre¬ 
sentative, having won a 
February byelection to 
replace Liberal MPP Kim 
Craitor, who resigned after 
10 years in provincial office. 

Gates is facing two famil¬ 
iar opponents — Progressive 

Maves, who finished second 
behind Gates in the byelec¬ 
tion and Green party candi¬ 
date Clarke Bitter, who fin¬ 


ished fourth, behind Liberal 
Joyce Morocco. 

Morocco decided against 
another run, so the Liberal 
banner is being carried by 
lawyer Lionel Tupman. 

Niagara Falls resident 
Ralph Panucci will represent 
the Libertarian party, which 
had Stefanos Karatopis as its 
candidate in the byelection. 

Businessman John (Ringo) 
Beam will represent the 
None of the Above party. 

Gates said he will cam¬ 
paign just as he did during 
the byelection. 

“I will fight for jobs, com¬ 
munity health care and to 
ensure that our children and 
grandchildren have a future 
in Niagara." 

Gates said he supports a 
targetted tax credit for busi¬ 
nesses that hire people. 

He said the government 
should commit to the long¬ 
term future of the Fort Erie 
Race Track, build a new hos¬ 
pital in south Niagara with 
“local workers, local engi¬ 
neers, local architects and 
local businesses,” and get 
away from corporate tax cuts 
that “have not created one 


“I believe in making life 
more affordable here in 
Niagara. That’s why I sup¬ 
port taking the HST off hydro 
and reducing auto insur- 


Gates said the NDP is the 
only party, in writing, that 
has supported bringing year- 
round GO train service to 
Niagara. 

Maves, who was the rid¬ 
ing’s MPP from 1995-2003, 
said he is focused on jobs. 

"We need to create the 
conditions in Niagara and 
Ontario that will give busi¬ 
nesses the confidence to 
invest again and employ 
people,” said Maves. 

“In this riding, that means 
a focus on the agricultural 
community, manufacturing 
and tourism and gaming.” 

Maves said Ontario has 
lost more than 300,000 man¬ 
ufacturing jobs in the last 10 

are leaving the province due 
to increasing debt and high 
energy prices. 

He blames it on Liberal 
policies that have been 
backed by the NDP. 

Maves said Ontario's debt 
has gone from $139 billion 
in 2003 to almost $300 bil¬ 
lion today. 

“That scares businesses.

Tupman said he has 
watched his friends leave 
Niagara to get their appren¬ 
ticeship ticket to work in 
skilled trades because of a 
lack of opportunity here, 
which he believes shouldn't 
be the case. 

In addition to securing 
funding to build a south 
Niagara hospital on the out¬ 
skirts of Niagara Falls, 
Tupman said he supports 
bringing year-round GO 
train service to the region. 

“I commute, every day, on 
the GO train (to go to work 
in Toronto). I drive to 
Burlington,” he said. “I am 
100% committed to regular 
and reliable GO train service 
in Niagara. I don’t want it to 
(stop in) Grimsby, I want it 
to Niagara Falls.” 

Bitter said he's campaign¬ 
ing on bringing year-round 
GO train service to Niagara 
Falls, improving arts and 
culture in the area, and 
sending “honesty and integ¬ 
rity back to Queen’s Park. 

Bitter, who is a chef, said 


he would like to see the gov¬

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It’s an uncomfortable topic of discussion for some, but it is a very important one that needs to 
be addressed. The words colon cancer screening and colonoscopy may not generate the best 
reaction, however, the intention of this article is to absolve your fears and reinforce the benefits 
of this screening procedure. 

March is Colon Cancer Awareness Month and everyone could use a little update about the topic. 
Colon cancer is the second leading cause of cancer-related deaths in Canada for both men and 
women, but it is surprisingly treatable if detected early; hence the importance of the colorectal 
screening procedure. Beginning at 50 years of age for those at average risk of developing 
colorectal cancer, a simple at-home stool test - the Faecal Occult Blood Test (FOB!) - should be 
completed and repeated every two years. However, if you have a first-degree relative with colon 
cancer, your screening should begin about 10 years younger than the age at which they were 
diagnosed (For instance, if your close relative was 50 years old when diagnosed, you should begin 
screening when you turn 40) and it is advised that a colonoscopy be performed. At this point in 
time, colonoscopy is the gold standard for the detection of any abnormalities of the colon, such as 
polyps, that may eventually become cancerous if not appropriately treated or removed. It should 
be noted that most colonoscopies do not result in a diagnosis of cancer. The purpose of these 
screening procedures is to look for signs that could eventually progress to that and remove them 
before they pose a problem. It’s all about prevention! 

Many people have the idea that a colonoscopy is a painful experience. This should not be the 
case. The patient is most often well-sedated and unaware of the procedure unless they request 
to be awake. Likely, the most discomfort the patient will experience is during the day before the 
procedure, because they are required to consume an all-liquid diet and then take a laxative to 
clear out the bowel. One day of hunger and slight discomfort is surely worth having the procedure 
done properly! 

There are some simple things that you can do to help reduce the chances of developing colon 
cancer. Eat a diet that is high in fibre and low in fat, try to avoid eating processed foods, stay 
active and maintain a healthy body weight. Talk to your doctor or pharmacist if you are unsure 
about what foods to eat or what a healthy weight is for you. 

There are some signs and symptoms to be aware of that may indicate there is a problem in 


abdominal cramping, or unexplained weight loss. If you are currently experiencing any of these 
symptoms or you notice these changes, don't delay talking to your doctor. They will be able to 
get to the bottom of it!

viii) Planting strip - not required where the boundary of an RM1 zone abuts an R1, R2, R3 or 
OS zone.

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Economy and Jobs top voters' concerns: Poll

Ontarians are thinking 
about jobs and the economy 
heading into the last three 
weeks of the provincial elec¬ 
tion campaign, an Abacus 
Data poll has found. 

“This is an example of how 
the campaign has really 
focused most people on a 
few issues and that clearly 


jobs and the economy is 
increasingly looking like the 
key ballot issue for this elec¬ 
tion," Abacus Data CEO 
David Coletto said last 
Thursday. 

The pollster said 33% of 
Ontarians identified this 
issue as their top concern, 
followed by honesty and 
accountability, the provin¬ 
cial deficit and debt and 
health care. 

While the Ontario 


Progressive Conservatives 
may have had a strong hand 
in setting the agenda, they 
don’t appear to be benefit¬ 
ing, Coletto said. 

When asked which of the 
major political parties would 
be best at handling the issue 
of jobs and the economy, 
more people picked the 
Liberals than either the PCs 
orNDP.

support. 

Ontarians were also asked 
which party they thought 
could best manage the econ¬ 
omy in general and the 
Liberals, Tories and NDP all 
did well, he said. 

Voters who believe the 
province is in good shape, as 
Torontonians tend to, are 
more likely to vote Liberal, 
he said. 

Residents of southwestern 
Ontario and northern 
Ontario have a more nega¬ 
tive view of the province's 
economic well-being, and 
those areas are not Liberal 
strongholds, he said. 

Ondeficitanddebt,Hudak 
is the runaway leader with 
59% of those polled saying 
he would be best to manage 

When voters were asked 
about the Ontario Liberal 
budget, released by Premier 
Kathleen Wynne on May 1, 
most knew little to nothing 
about it 

Those people who did 
have knowledge of the bud¬ 


get were less likely to view it 
favourably, Coletto said. 

The poll also appears to 
shoot down a key Liberal 
position that most NDP sup¬ 
porters wanted Horwath to 
support the budget. 

“This is not necessarily 
the golden ticket for the gov¬ 
ernment,” Coletto said of the 
budget. “When we asked 
people who voted NDP last 
time what they think about 
the budget, only 13% of them 
approved.” 

Abacus Data asked people 
about their hydro bills and 
78% said they had gone up 
in the past year — 42% said 

But, so far, Ontarians 
remain skeptical about 
whether any party will man¬ 
age the electricity system 
well, Coletto said. 

Seven percent of those 
polled selected hydro bills 

number could rise, he said. 

Abacus Data polled 2,000 
eligible voters online 
between May 14-16 and the 
results are considered accu¬ 
rate within 2.2%, 19 times 
out of 20.
